*‘Lee’s Miserables.” 


Hugo and Dumas were born the 
same year, 1802. Balzac was then 
three. Tennyson and Gladstone 
were born in 1809, Thackery, 
Browning and Dickens in 1812. No 
other so brief a span of years 
has produced so many masters 
of words. 


Pigalle Cafe 


Yet, green is my embarrass- 
ment of ignorance of many years 
ago when, at a table in a noisy 
Pigalle cafe, I first learned the 
area takes its name from one of 
the world’s most respected sculp- 
tors, Jean Baptiste Pigalle. His 
work is in the major museums 
of the world. The best some of 
the good ones can do is to display 
reproductions. The weary GI’s of 
early 1945 who cheerfully, and 
with reason, called it Pig Alley, 
did not give much thought to the 
past when they gathered there to 
forget what they had seen in the 
battles which were a prelude to 
the liberation of that city. Nor do 
the tourists of today. 


A sense of history is tangible in 
Paris—as it is in but a few cities 
of the world. I like to walk to the 
Place Concorde and the Luxor 
column where the guillotine stood 
which took the life of Louis XVI— 
and others. It whirs with traffic 
today. What must the sounds then 
have been? 


When I was a young reporter 
an irascible managing editor, 
Marmaduke B. Morton, had a 
standing offer of $5 to any re- 
porter who would “‘explain’”’ Car- 
lyle’s ‘‘History of the French Rev- 
olution’’ to him. Some of us tried. 
But we never earned it. Nor was 
it ever clear to us what he didn’t 
understand, though Carlyle was a 
wordy man, 


Emperor’s Death 


The description of the emperor's 
death is a moving one. The con- 
clusion, reread for this occasion, 
will illustrate: ‘““The executioners 

. . seize the hapless Louis... 
and bind him to their plank. Abbe 
Edgeworth, stooping, bespeaks to 
him: ‘Son of Saint Louis, ascend 
to Heaven.’ The axe clanks down; 
a King’s life is shorn away. It 
is Monday, the 2ist of January, 
1793. He was aged thirty-eight 
years, four months, and twenty- 
eight days.’’ I remember how the 
youthful age startled me on first 
reading it. My image of emperors 
was then one of older men. 


Paris changes. GI’s who have 
not seen it since 1945 would find 
much that is different. Kilroy has 
stayed here—the American influ- 
ence is widely evident. 


But Paris after liberation will 
always be one I remember well 
. . . the Scribe Hotel, without 
heat, with lanterns in the lobby, 
with Ernest Hemingway and other 
notable correspondents nightly in 
the basement bar . . . where not 
too many weeks before, the Ger- 
man war correspondents had 
nightly filled the same chairs. 


Every night one saw trucks 
filled with battle-tired soldiers 
coming in on liberty—and every 
morning trucks took others back 
to duty. 1 remember their faces 
and how, for some reason, most 
of them looked thin and unspeak- 
ably weary. 


That was a great plateau—Jan- 
wary and the spring of 1945.

The two instrument-filled satel- 
lites—an experimental navigation 
aid vehicle and a smaller sphere 
to measure radiation—were lofted 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla., short- 
ly after midnight. They streaked 
into orbit aboard a two-stage Air 
Force Thor-Able-Star rocket. 


The 42-pound radiation satellite, 
a 20-inch-across aluminum sphere, 
rode clamped to the 232-pound 
navigation vehicle, a sphere 36 
inches in diameter. They separat- 
ed automatically when they went 
into orbit, with the smaller one 
traveling ahead. Very gradually, 
the gap between them widened 
and the radiation satellite moved 
into a slightly larger path. 


After precise calculations, offi- 
cials said the orbit ranges from an 
outermost limit 563 miles from 
earth to ‘vithin 460 miles of the 
planet.

Economic 
Push Charted 
By NAACP 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI)—Negro 
leaders Wednesday mapped a 
campaign of economic pressures 
against the headquarters of big 
business in hopes of speeding. up 
racial desegregation in the South. 


The new tactic was outlined at 
the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Assn. for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) by 
Henry Lee Moon, NAACP director 
of public relations. 


‘“‘We must take steps to re- 
move the mask behind which. na- 
tional outfits hide when they tell 
us that their policies are gov- 
erned by community customs or 
the desires of the local people,’ 
Moon told a workshop session. 


BARGAINING LEVER 


He called for use of economic 
power on a “planned systematic 
basis.” 


‘This does not mean that we 
are going to embark on a reck- 
less course of wholesale indis- 
criminate picketing and boycot- 
ting,”’ he said. 


Moon said, however, it does 
make necessary a careful study 
of market data and “presentation 
of our. findings to merchants and 
industrialists as a basis for nego- 
tiations to achieve our objec- 
tives.” 


“If such nogtiations fail,’’ Moon 
said, ‘‘we may well have to or- 
ganize a massive withholding-of- 
patronage campaign accompanied 
by an intensive educational pro- 
gram.” 


He said American Negroes are 
a buying force of 18 million peo- 
ple, approximately as powerful as 
the entire population of Canada. 


BEACH ‘WADE-INS’ 


In other action, NAACP college 
leaders disclosed a program of 
“‘wade-ins’” aimed at breaking 
down segregation of beaches. 
They said the program would be 
in effect on beaches from New 
England to Texas. 


Amos‘ Brown of Morehouse Col- 
lege, Atlanta, said the program 
would be similar in operation to 
lunch-counter sitdowns earlier 
this year. 


“Our tactics will vary greatly, 
depending on the local situation, 
he said. “‘We expect as many 
problems as we encountered in 
the sitins. Yet I am sure it will 
eventuaily be successful.” 


“We students are determined 


to achieve first-class citizenship, 


with all its rights and privileges.”

Revenue department is moving to 
collect $181,875 in state taxes from 
a Columbus cigaret firm. 


Personal property of Dowdy To- 
bacco and Candy Co. is scheduled 
to be sold at public auction at 2 
p.m. on July 6 at the Muscogee 
County Courthouse. 


State revenue officials also have 
tied up the company’s interest at 
the First National Bank here. 


The state filed garnishee pro- 
ceedings with the bank in an at- 
tempt to freeze any accounts 
there. 


State revenue officials say the 
company owes $107,572 in cigaret 
stamps, $64,543 as a penalty, and 
$9,759 in interest. 

Dowdy Tobacco and Candy Co. 
bought 8,358 cases of cigarets in 
1958 and 1959, charges the state. 


But the firm purchased stamps 
during those years for only 4,772 
cases, say revenue Officials. 


The Revenue department is try- 
ing to collect back taxes on the 
remaining 3,586 cases for which 
the state claims stamps were not 
bought.

It would be “robbing Peter to pay 
Paul” if state convicts cut the cost of 
manufacturing auto license tags, Correc- 
tions Director Jack Forrester says. Let's 
give these people their last names.

It is plain pressure 
by private interests that robs the taxpayer 
of savings in the prison system and else-

Mr. Forrester says a switch to five- 
year aluminum license plates instead of 
the present one-year steel plates would 
cut into the prison system's tag income. 
And the state would just have to make 
up that lost income anyway, he says, to 
support the prison system. 

But that is not the right answer. 


What ought to be emphasized is this: 
that prisoners could make up the lost 
tag income by manufacturing items other 
than tags. They used to make road signs, 
guard rails, concrete pipe, school book 
covers, filing cabinets, school desks, for 
sale to public, tax-supported users at a 
cheap rate. The convicts needed some- 
thing to do. The public needed to save 
the tax money. 

But such economical use of the tax- 
payers’ money took business away from 
private makers of the same items. Pres- 
sure from them put the state out of the 
economy business. The cost of support- 
ing idler prisoners while paying higher 
prices for public goods is borne by the 
taxpayer. 

If Paul Public will speak up to the 
legislature and tell it to stand up to 
pressure, there will be a lot less robbery- 
by-inefficiency going on. And Georgia 

will have a better prison system for less 
tax money.

Macon Interstate Route 


Is Criticized Unjustly 


The State Highway Department, 
Macon and Bibb County officials appear 
to be on sound ground in their point- 
by-point refutation of charges about the 
interstate highway route through Macon 
in the July Reader’s Digest. 

The article singles out Macon in a 
highly critical attack on administration 
of the whole interstate program. It 
turns out the author’s facts on this spe- 
cific project were wrong in almost every 
detail. The route chosen was the most 
practical, will serve the best needs of 
traffic where it is worst. While con- 
struction in urban areas necessarily is 
expensive, that’s where the congestion 
exists. 

Obviously all is not going well with 
the whole interstate system. Construc- 
tion costs are up and mistakes have been 
made. These were anticipated in the 
biggest public works program ever un- 


dertaken by any country. Weaknesses 
in it will be given a full-scale study by 
Congress in the next few months. Such 
a study is in order and probably will re-

Usually a ship's company adds uniforms to the color and the 
diplomats glitter by rank. But the freshest faces are those of the 
young American men and women who left home in Waycross or 
Wichita to work in the country’s diplomatic missions abroad. And 
here they are, pirooten’ around with the famous. 


For the young Georgia graduate who wants to travel a bit before 
settling down, it’s a way to serve the country. Not every young man 
or woman who signs on as a clerk or courier can expect one of the 
big posts such as Paris or London. There are hardship posts like 
Bangkok where the heat is exceeded only by the humidity. 


But the State department starts its secretaries, stenographers 
and clerks at pay ranging from $3,730 to $4,180 plus travel expense 
and housing allowance. It asks only that they be single, 21 and high 
school graduates with three years’ work experience, or college plus 


18 months’ work.

U.N. Is Off Limits 


In kichmann Case 


WASHINGTON—For the second time within 
weeks the United Nations faces a contest he- 
tween the inescapable realities of present life 


and the outmoded diplomatic niceties of the 19th century. Again it 
is a case where conditions, facts, clash with a theory that was no 
doubt all right in a world of safety now long gone. 


A little while ago the security 
council was solemnly trying, and 
at length acquitting, the United 
States for the vast “‘crime’’ of 
sending a spy plane over the So- 
viet Union. The Soviet Union's 
charge—violation of its sovereign- 
ty — was gravely put as though 
no other nation — and surely not 
the scrupulously nice apparatus 
of international communism 
had ever operated’ espionage. 
And this in a world where es- 
pionage is as real and’ universal 
as is the desire of nations to keep 
alive. 

Now, Israel shortly goes before 
the United Nations to answer Ar- 
gentina’s complaint that her sov- 
ereignty, too, has been violated 
by the capture in Argentina by 
Israeli ‘“‘volunteers’’ of the infa- 
mous Nazi, Adolf Eichmann. 

Here was a man charged with 
the systematic murder of 6,000,- 
000 Jews in the Hitler era. For 14 
years the tireless Israelis had 
been on his track until at last 
they found him and took him off 
to Israel to be tried for crimes 


too horrible to be much dis- 
cussed. 
The Argentines had put no 


slightest finger of accusation or 
of punishment upon him, though 
he had come there illegally and 
illegally had remained. For the 
Security Council now to attempt 
to order his return to Argentina 


would be unthinkable, for two 
reasons, 
First, this would mean that 


Eichmann would continue to 
cheat the justice already so long 
overdue. The United Nations has 
no courtroom, no prison, no 
power to punish, nor has any oth- 
er existing international instru- 
mentality. 

Second, the Israelis in any case 
would politely but firmly tell the 
United Nations that they were 
very sorry but that Eichmann 
would face an Israeli court of 
justice all the same. 

No conceivable Israeli govern- 
ment could ever allow this man 
out of its hands, just as no con- 
ceivable U.S. government could 
ever abdicate its responsibility to 
protect this nation from surprise 
attack. Upon all governments 
there lie duties which go beyond 
pleasing an international organ- 
ization, the United Nations, which 
is wholly unable to protect any- 
body from the fact that crime still 
goes on in this world. 

The real point of the coming 
U.N. trial of Israel is its drama- 
tization of a hitherto little - known 
fact — the spectacular efficiency 
of Israel's security and counter- 
espionage. This correspondent, in 
a visit a few months ago, saw a 
little of that system at work along 
Israel’s troubled frontiers.

Nerveless Squirrel 


A big oak stands in a corner of my yard and 
about 40 feet away from it there is a tall old 
apple tree, full of apples. At least it has been 


full of rete: until lately. Lately it has been full of squirrels. I don't 
know how many squirrels exactly but I think there must be a hundred 


of them, give or take a few. 

Every morning just at daylight 
and every evening about sun- 
down, they come like a_ gray 
plague out of the deep woods 
back of my house. You can see 
the tree branches shaking as they 
move. They leap from a big pine 
to the old oak and then they run 
out along the big fimb of the oak 
that hangs out over the apple 
tree, not quite over the apple 
tree exactly, for there is a space 
of empty air that they must cross 
with one prodigious leap. It does 
not deter them. One by one they 
run out to the end of the oak limb 
and launch themselves through 
space, flying silhouetted against 
the clear sky, to land with a 
swish and a bending of branches 
in the apple tree. 

There is nothing particularly re- 
markable about this, of course, 
for it's easy for a squirrel to 
jump that far and land on a limb 
some 15 feet away from and 10 
feet below the place he launched 
himself from. 

The thing that is remarkable 
is the return journey. The squirrel 
lands in the apple tree and leaps 
from limb to limb until he finds 
an apple about the size of his 
head. He sinks his teeth in it and 
runs back along the highest limb 
io the tip. Then, with this supple 
limb bending under him, he gives 
a great spring up and out, the 
apple in his mouth making him 


look as if he has two heads. And, 
as if defying the laws of gravity, 
he soars until he lands on the tip 
of the overhanging oak limb. And 
then he's gone with my apple; 
then another comes and another, 
and another in endless procession. 

Only once have I been able to 
break up this parade. The other 
day I was digging in the rose 
beds, perspiring profusely, stuck 
by rose thorns and itching with 
poison oak. I look up to see a 
squirrel take off and soar. And 
at the moment he lands in the 
apple tree, I shout as loud as I 
can bellow: 

“SCAT — you apple stealing 
so and so!"’ 

And, bless my soul, if that 
squirrel didn’t lose his footing and 
fall. He fell 40 feet if he fell an 
inch, crashing down through the 
limbs of the apple tree until he 
hit the ground with a tremendous 
thump. 

He lay there a moment, 
stunned while I looked at him. 
equally stunned. Then he got up 
and staggered for the woods, 
gathering strength and speed as 
he went. 

And I may not have ac- 
complished much in this life. 
But I'll bet you one thing. I'l! 
bet I'm the only man in the 
United States who: ever scared

Yet, instead of formally 
acknowledging this habit, we 
seem to be backtracking. Secre- 
tary Herter recommends that 
foreign ministers should meet 
less, not more, frequently.

Kennedy 
Calls Nixon 
Inadequate 


CAMDEN, N.J. (AP) — Sen. 
John F. Kennedy (D-Mass) said 
Wednesday night, “I don’t think 
we should turn this country over 
to Vice President Nixon in this 
critical time.” 


Here in behalf of a Democratic 
congressional candidate, Kennedy 
threw away a speech he had pre- 
pared for a dinner and told some 
1,200 persons he thought the Ei- 
senhower administration ‘‘has 
been frozen in the ice of its own 
indifference.” 


People on other continents, he 
said, don’t quote Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon but they do 
quote men like former Presidents 
Woodrow Wilson, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman. 


“We must elect a president who 
will make people get up in the 
morning and wonder what he did 
instead of what (Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev did,”’ the tour- 
ing presidential hopeful said. 


In the speech Kennedy predicted 
that “‘massive retaliation” by vot- 
ers against the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration will put a Democrat 
in the White House. 


And Kennedy made it clear that 
if he is the man so chosen he will 
try to be a “creative, dynamic”’ 
president ready to shoulder per- 
sonally all of the responsibilities 
of the office. 


Kennedy also indicted President 
Eisenhower's handling of the na- 
tion's affairs. 


He said the president alone, and 
not “‘the little men with little vi- 
sion in the Budget Bureau,” must 
make the decisions and furnish 
the leadership needed by the free 
world in a critical period. 


“He cannot share this power, he 
cannot delegate it, he cannot ad- 
journ,”’ Kennedy said. “‘He alone 
is the chief of state.’’ 


Kennedy also said that if nu- 
clear tests are to be halted and 
disarmament made a reality the 
president must lead the way, ‘‘and 
not leave it to the warped judg- 
ment of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the Pentagon.”’ 


“And if India is to be saved—if 
the missile gap is to be closed—if 
we are to help Latin American 
democracies ‘instead of dictators) 
—the decision is his alone,’”’ he 
said. 


Kennedy stressed that a presi- 
dent must put his own stamp on 
foreign policy programs. He said 
only when the president is over- 
shadowed do such programs bear 
the name of the secretary of state.

He also out- 
lined plans to start in September 
a training course for ‘40 psychiat- 
ric aides” with a goal of training 
160 aides altogether. 


HOUR SESSION 


Chandler, whose home county 
includes the state hospital, ap- 
peared before the committee in 
an hour-long session from which 
the press was excluded at Chan- 
dier’s request. 


He later told reporters of the 
criticisms he'd voiced to the com- 
mittee, including a charge that 
the new hospital administration 
‘had “virtually closed down the 
half-million-dollar hospital slaugh- 
ter house’ and begun buying 
costlier Western beef for hospital 
consumption. 


The old policy of buying Geor- 
gia-grown beef at Georgia mar- 
kets had been abandoned for a 
more expensive method, he said. 


MacKinnon said only the lowest 
grades of meat had been obtain- 
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able under the old system and 
‘the patients couldn't eat it. They 
couldn't chew it.” 


Dr. John Venable, 
Department director, said that 
the “old meat was costing us 
better than 39 cents a pound’’ 
whereas “better meat’’ was now 
being bought for 41 cents per 
pound, 


Chandler told reporters his only 
concern in accepting the com- 
mittee’s invitation to appear was 
in “an adequate mental health 
program.” 


State Health 


He didn’t appear, he said, for 
the purpose of “attacking a sick 
governor.” 


The current furor over the 
state hospital was touched off 
last month when Chandler’s Bald- 
win County colleague—Rep. Cul- 
ver Kidd—charged that little 
progress was being made in im- 
proving hespital conditions. That 
prompted Gov. Vandiver to re- 
tort that Kidd seemed unhappy 
because “he can’t control the 
patronage of every job” at the 
hospital. 


The committee’s questions put 
to Dr. MacKinnon Wednesday 
were obviously based for the 
most part on specific criticisms 
made by Rep. Chandler. 


HOME FOR ASSISTANT 


MacKinnon defended the build- 
ing of larger homes—a house 
costing in excess of $12,000 is 
slated for the superintendent's 
top assistant who'll arrive soon— 
as necessary in order to attract 
qualified doctors to the hospital. 


The Cyclone fence was erected 
to prevent possible pilfering in 
the hospital's warehouse area 
where drugs are stored, he said. 


He conceded that “‘morale hasn’t 
been too good’’ among hospital 
employes but efforts to improve i 
are being made such as suggest- 
ing to the employes that they 
form “a grievance committee” 
to confer with hospital officials. 
SERVICE CENTER 

Plans also are in the works, he 
said, for a service center and 
recreation facility for employes. 


As for the quality of food being 


served patients, he said, it “‘is 
very nourishing and takes care 
of our needs.” 


Asked about the use of state 
prisoners at the hospital, a new 
practice, MacKinnon noted that 
prisoners ‘“‘are sick, too,”’ and 
“have to get rehabilitated. The 
prisoners are doing well.” 


Dr. William Rottersman, advis- 
ory committee chairman, re- 
marked that the hospital’s use of 
prisoners may well be ‘‘more re- 
habilitation than the prison sys- 
tem has.” 

VENABLE’S STATEMENT 

In response to the committee’s 
statement regarding physical as- 
pects of the hospital, Dr. John 
Venable, director of the Georgia 
Department of Health, Wednesday 
night issued the following state- 
ment: 


“It is not surprising that criti- 
cism can be directed toward phys- 
ical deficiencies at the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital, because the 
Department of Public Health has 
continuously placed emphasis on | 
improvement of patient care and 
treatment. It will continue to do 
so. 


‘In spite of this, many signifi- 
cant physical improvements have 
been made in areas such as fire 
protection, food sanitation, and re- 
habilitation of buildings. 


“Any surplus funds have been 
used in correction of defects in 
the physical facilities used for pa- 
tient care. For example, one of 
the worst buildings has been va- 
cated and dismantled, now that 
the patients are back in the main 
hospital. 


“We still believe the emphasis 
should be on the increase in per- 
sonnel and patient care and treat- 
ment,”

Fire Kills 
11 Britons 


LIVERPOOL, England (AP) — 
The worst fire in this old port 
city since the 1940 Nazi blitz swept 
through a crowded five-story de- 
partment store 
Wednesday. 


Eleven or more persons were 
killed, a dozen or so were injured 
and property damage amounted to 
about five million dollars. 


An engineer working on a reno- 
vation project in the Henderson 
Department Store fell to his death 
from a finger-tip hold on a top- 
floor ledge after helping five girls 
to safety. 


MANY TRAPPED 


The store, a subsidiary of the 
famous Harrods of London, was 
doing business as usual during 
moderniization work when the fire 
broke out, and many customers 
and clerks were trapped on the 
top floor. 


After preliminary investigation 
it was believed the fire started in 
a store kitchen in a pan of French 
fries that blazed up and was 
quickly beyond immediate control.

GOOD HEALTH: Babies Don’t Need Soft Drinks—Give Them Milk, Juices

Dear Dr. Molner: Is it harm- 
ful to let a baby drink beer and 
soft drinks? 


The parents think if a child 
is given beer when small it 
won't drink to excess when 
older. What do you think of 
this: philosophy?—E. M. - 


The philosophy is wrong, and 
these parents are pushing things 
to a ridiculous degree. 


Alcohol is a depressant, a drug. 


Children — babies especially — 
need wholesome food and drink 
which will provide the “‘building 
materials” for their bodies. Al- 
cohol is not a “‘building material.’’ 


Nor is there any guarantee that 


early use of beer will prevent 
excess later. 


Parents should set examples for 
what they expect their youngsters 
to do in later life. 


That’s the whole story on al- 
cohol for infants. 


Babies don’t need soft drinks 
for their food value. (Who does?) 
And they will be just as happy 
with milk or fruit juices, which 
will provide protein and vitamins. 
The soft drinks will only provide 
water, sugar and flavoring. And 
bubbles. (Let us hope nobody will 
give the “‘cola’’ type of soft drink 
to a baby, as in that case there is 
the addition of caffein, a stimu- 
lant, and a healthy baby doesn’t

Cleaning, dusting, checking 
and replenishing the linen sup- 
ply—all the duties of housekeep- 


ing — are classified under 
“drudgery” for many women.

When 
your people have gone: through 
an opening, you have a good 
staff. It is hard to have suf- 
ficient time .. . to get the work- 
men out and then clean the 
rooms three or four times be- 
fore they are ready.”

Elbow Grease 


Her secret of housecleaning 
is not a new thing. “I'm very 
old-fashioned,”’ she said. “‘I use 
plenty of soap and water and 
elbow grease.” 


Finding an efficient staff has 
been one of Miss Madsen’s 
problems in other Hilton hotels 
she has opened. 


PROBLEM IN CAIRO 


“In underdeveloped countries, 
it is hard to get qualified help. 
In Istanbul I hired the staff 
and made out a separate man- 
ual of instructions, in Turkish, 
for each person’s job. When I 
handed them out, all the people 
looked blank. I found out they 
couldn’t read, so I had to give 
ail the instructions verbally, and 
over and over.” 


Miss Madsen had an unusual 
problem with her staff in Cairo 
when she opened the Nile Hilton 
there. During Ramedam, a 
month of religious fasting by 
the Moslems, all the members 
of her staff could eat or drink 
nething from sunrise to sunset. 
At certain times, also, the Mos- 
lems were required to kneel and 
face Mecca for prayers.

“We actually had a few in- 
stances of guests tripping over 
chambermaids who were saying 
their prayers in the corridor,” 
Miss .Madsen commented. To 
remedy this situation, and to 
pay respect to the country’s re- 
ligion, Miss Madsen had a closet 
set up as a prayer room for her 
staff. 


Miss Madsen has “set up 
housekeeping” at the chain's 
new Pittsburgh hotel, as well 
as the Cairo and Istanbul es- 
tablishments. She will stay in 
Atlanta several months to get 
the housekeeping routine in 
order; her next assignment may 
be in Trinidad, or Athens, 
Greece, or a city in Holland. 


NATIVE OF DENMARK 


A native of Denmark, the 
pretty and efficient Miss Mad- 
sen was born near Copenhagen 
and is a graduate in social 
studies from the University of 
Copenhagen. She is also a 
nurse: before World War II she 
operated a government home 
for the aged, a kind of low-rent 
apartment - hotel for elderly 
persons who were able to take 
care of themselves. 


During the war she continued 
her social work and also was a 
member of the Danish under- 
ground. Her work after the war 
was for the International Red 
Cross and the ICEF, and in- 
volved finding thousands of 
homeless children across Eu- 
rope and bringing them to pri- 
vate homes in Denmark. 


SAW MANY TRAGEDIFS 


There were many tragedies I 
saw,’’ Miss Madsen said. “I re- 
member a little Polish boy who 
had been found when he was two 
years old by a German woman 
who had lost her own son of the 
same age. The woman took 
the boy and reared him as her 
own, but when she got sick the 
Polish boy had to be returned 
to the Polish government.”’ 


In Budapest, Hungary, Miss 
Madsen said the Red Cross truck 
picked up about 100 small boys 
on the streets. They had heard 
a Red Cross pickup was being 
made, she explained. At the 
hospital there ‘we had no 
sheets, no supplies, and we even 
had to bring our own. instru- 
ments with tis.” 


Miss Madsen said her coun- 
trymen have found the American 
tourist likeable and “grateful 
for all that is done for him in 
foreign countries.”’ The Danish 
people, are fascinated with the 
South and “Gone With the 
Wind’’ was a best-seller there. 


Though the Danish had to 
wait 15 years before GWTW was 
shown in the country, Miss Mad- 
sen said many people from Den- 
mark went across to the neigh- 
boring Swéden to see the movie 
when it was shown there ear- 
lier.

Robert M. 


(Skipper) Glassey Sr., 


86, an American 


intelligence agent in the Viadivostock area during the 
later days of the Russian revolution, died Wednesday 
in the Veterans Administration Hospital, Dublin. 


Mr. Glassey, of 1329 Avalon PL., 
NE, was the husband of Mrs. 
Geraldine Holliman Glassey, an 
Atlanta teacher for more than 40 
years and principal since the 
1940s of Lee Street Elementary 
School. 


A native of Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Glassey had lived in Atlanta since 
1943, when he came here to work 
with officials of the Bell Bomber 
Plant in Marietta. He was known 
to all his friends as “Skipper” 
and at the age of 80 could still 
swim as well as a much younger 
man, relatives said. 


The mission to Russian Siberia 
lasted three years. 


It began about the time a small 
force of American troops 
near Viadivostock in August, 1918, 
to check an invasion force of Jap- 
anese. The plan was for the Al- 
lies to bolster Russian forces in 
the East, allowing the main Rus- 
sian combat force to remain on 
the German front.

In a speech to the Rotary Club 
here, Jaspan pointed out also that 
several billion dollars more go 
down the drain for time paid for 
but not worked, willful malinger- 
ing and slowdowns, built-in over- 
time, extended coffee breaks and 
deliberate damage to equipment. 


“Now add to these the cost of 
supervisory indifference, padded 
expense accounts, peddling of 
company secrets, abuses that 
drive customers to competitors 
and we begin to get some picture 
of how much these malpractices 
really cost,” he said.
